This OPA action, taken at 12:01 


a. m. (EWT) yesterday, was ac- 
companied 
by a new attack on 


black market operators. OPA an- 
nounced that the names of more 
than 
3,000 price violators have 


been turned over to the bureau of 
internal revenue so that the gov- 
ernment may try to recover illegal 
profits. 


This technique—similar to the 


one that sent Chicago's Al Capone 
to federal prison—will permit the 
government to determine whether 
the violators have attempted any 
income tax evasion. It will be used 
in all cases, a spokesman said, 
where OPA discovers price viola- 
tions exceeding ,$500.

"In our nation justice shall be 


the supreme law and grading prin- 
ciple." he said. 
"We must also 


recognize law as th,e basis of all 
relations between the nations . . . 
Respect for 
concluded 
tieatics 


will be as sacred as the aim of our 
nation to belong to the European 
family ot nations." 


It is almost more than stomach 


can bear to read such statements 
of deathbed 
repentance 
from a. 


member of the most savage and 
dishonorable 
gang of 
criminals 


that Europe has known in centur- 
ies, a gang to whom justice, laws 
and treaties meant less than noth- 
ing. 


No one among the victors is go- 


ing to believe krosgk. of course. 
Not now. at any rate. The danger 
lies in future years, when Allied 
occupation may have been relaxed 
or withdrawn. 
The job of policing 


promises to IIP complex mid diffi- 
cult. 
It also promises to be dull 


and thankless. Any appearance of 
hypocritical 
respectability 
might 


be deceptive. 


The Allies can certainly expect 


determined and devious opposition. 
The ringleaders of the "thousand- 
year Reich" have 
already 
gone 


underground. 
Conflicting rumors 


put out by the nazis themselves 
have left 
both victors 
and van- 


quished unsure of the fate of 
Hitler, Goebbels and others which 
is precisely what the nnzis want. 


It is of little 
consequence to 


nazi purposes whether one or more 
of these ringleaders is dead. Hit- 
ler. Goebbels and the rest can re- 
main living legends, whether dead 
or alive, unless 
the Allies can 


find and positively identify their 
bodies, which would be a happy 
but unlikely accident. 


And so, while Krosigk's protes- 


tations deserve contempt, 
they 


also deserve to he read

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Bicyclists Must 


Obey Traffic Law 


Spring!leld. — Twenty persona 


were killed and 456 injured in bi- 
cycle accidents 
in Illinois last 


year—many of them boys and 
girls in their teens—Secretary of 
State Edward J. Barrett said in 
urging parents and teachers to 
co-operate with him to reduce fu- 
ture tragedies by impressing upon 
young folks who operate bicycles 
the need of observing the law lor 
their own safety. 


"Careful as motorists may be,'1 


said Secretary Barrett, "bicycle 
accidents cannot be avoided un- 
less cyclists as well as drivers ex- 
ercise the utmost caution." 


To further the cause of safety, 


Secretary Barrett proposed 
ten 


rules tor bicycle riders which if 
obeyed would virtually eliminate 
accidents involving bicycles. They 
are as follows: . 


1. Keep to the right side of the 


street or highway. 


2. Obey all traffic laws. 
0. Don't ride on the sidewalks. 
4. Never travel at night with- 


out both a head and tail light on 
your bicycle. 


5. Don't race. 
6. Signal for all turns and stops. 
7. Do not hitch to a moving ve- 


hicle. 


8. Don't make a U turn in the 


middle of the street. 


£>. Brakes are just as essential 


on a. bicycle as on a car—keep 
them in good working condition. 


10. Don't ride anyone on your 


bicycle, and do not try any trick 
riding. 


The law requires that cyclists 


obey all traffic controls including 
stop lights, said Secretary 
Bar- 


rett. 


When operated at night, bi- 


cycles must be equipped with a 
white light visible from a distance 
of 500 feet to the front of the 
vehicle, and with a red reflector 
or tail light visible from a dis- 
tance of 500 feet to the rear, h« 
said.
